RAJAH CAMARUPA, 


TTiSTORiANS relate, that in the 
city of Oude, in the em¬ 
pire of Hindoftan, there formerly 
reigned a prince, whofe name 
v;as rajah Peti, This monarch 
was renowned throughout the uni- 
verfe for his excellent govern^ 
ment, and ftrift juftice; but 
heaven had not yet granted him 
a fon, who might affift him in 

B the 
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the cares of the ftate, and to 
whom he might tranfmit the em¬ 
pire after his deceafe. To obtain 
this defirable event, the rajah 
was conftantly foliciting the prayers 
and intercefEons of the derviflics, 
and other holy men of his court; 
of whom one of the moft re- 
fpeftable, on account of the Einc- 
tity of his life and the fweetnefs of

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The ftory relates, that Cama- 
rripa pafl'ed on until he arrived 
at his fifteenth year, during which 
time lie had made a wonderful pro- 
grefs in every branch of educa¬ 
tion and fcicncc, and was efteemed 
by all, the mod accompliflicd prince 
of his time. 

Having taken a great delight 
in the plcafures of the chace, his 
father the rajah determined to 
indulge his inclinations; and that 
he might enjoy his favourite di- 
verfioii the more pleafantly, he 
biiilt an elegant hunting-feat for 
him in the center of a fpacious 
foreft, abounding in all forts

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of game, and adorned v;ith lofty 
trees, and ftreams of delicious 
water. No expence was fpared 
to render this abode as perfcfl as 
poflible. Here the prince Cama- 
riJpa, and fix of his favourite com¬ 
panions, young men of his father’s 
court, ufed to divert thcmfelves in 
the pleafurcs of the chacc foi 
many days together. 

Of thefe young men, the ftory

The third 
was Dhanwantari Tubed, who 
attached himfelf to the ftiuly of 
phyfic, and had made a confider- 
able progrefs in that very refpec- 
tahle profeffion. The fourth was 
Chitra Mana, a painter of great 
excellence. The fifth was Ma- 
nickya Chandra, a jeweller, wdio 
profelTed a wonderful knowledge 
of precious ftones, and was looked 

B 3 upon 
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upon as a (kilful mafter. The 
fixth and laft was Calavat Rafa 
Rah^a, famous for his Ikill in 
mulic.^ All thefe young men 
were attached to Camarupa by 

the ftrifteft ties of friendfhip and 
affedlion, and were never feparated 
from him. 

This party having one day 
fpent their time in merriment at 
the hunting-feat above mentioned, 
in the evening a moft fumptuous 
entertainment was prepared, where 
the banquet was enlivened by the 
choiceft muficians and dancers, 
and wine of the firfl: quality was 
fervSd up in cups of pure gold 

by 
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by the hands of youthful cup¬ 
bearers, whofe cheeks outvied the 
blufliing rofe. They continued to 
a late hour of the night, when, 
wearied with pleafure, they retired 
to their repofe, each to his feparaic 
apartment. 

Rajah Camarupa, on falling 
afleep, had the following remark¬ 
able dream. He thought that 
being in company with his be¬ 
loved friend Mitra Chandra, they 
on a fudden found themfelvcs 
at the gate of a magnificent city, 
fsdr and glorious as the fun, and 
of fuch exquifite fplendour as the

ing to the city walls, was a gar¬ 
den of moft elegant appearance, 
adorned with graceful cyprefs 
trees, and fountains of delicious 
water.

In the mean time the princefs 
Rana Kaain Lettau, in the bloom 
of youth and beauty, and breath¬ 
ing forth all the fragrance of the 
early fpring, attended by her dam- 
fels, vifited tjie garden, to recreate 
themfelves with the fweetnefs of 
the air and the perfumes of the 
rofes. While they were- thus em¬ 
ployed, one of the attendants 
upon the princefe happening to 
approach the ftirubbery where the 

men were concealed, percdved 
.the rajah and his companion {k<-

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ting on the ground, and imme¬ 
diately going up to them, thus 
addrefled them: “ Rude ftrangers! 
“ from whence do you thus in- 
“ trude upon the privacy of our 
“ miftrefs, and who arc ye ?” 

Rajah Caraarupa upon this re¬ 
plied, “ Fair Lady, the perfon 
“ whom you fee before you, is

The attendant, without reply¬ 
ing to this addrefs, haftened back 
to her miftrefs, and related the 
affair to her, Rana Kaam Let-

tali upon this intelligence be-* 
came enraged, and the blulh of 
virgin modefty, heightened with 

difcoa- 
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difcontent, appearmg' in her 
cheek, a fufFufion in colour like 
the rofe overfpread it. Looking 
then on her attendants, Ihe or¬ 
dered them inftantly to go and 
acquaint the king her father with 
the circufiiftatice^ that he might 
infli£l: a proper piinilhment upon 
the infolent ftrangers, who had 
thus violated the rights and pri¬ 
vileges of good manners.

telligence, followed the young lady^ 

and foon arrived in the prefenc^

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of . tile Rana Kaam Lettaii, whofe 

jMlilllty made fuch inftantaneous 
irrij^eflion upon the young prince, 
that at the firfl; light of her he fell 
motionlefs to the earth; The 
princefs, filled with grief at the 
lituation of the beautiful young 
man, who had unknowingly taken 
pofleflion of her heart, approached 
him, and placing his head on her 
lap, llie poured upon hIvS cheek 
the contents of a phial of rofe- 
water, which llie happened to 
have about her. This application 
reftored the r^yah to his reafon, 
when calling his eyes upon her 
enchanting face, and from the 
bottom of his heart fetching a 

deep 
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deep figh, he at once broke out 
into paflionate exclamations. In 
fhort, they immediately became 
enamoured with each other; 
while his friend Mitra Chandra 
became enraptured of the beauty 
of the generous lady who had 
fo nobly flood up in their de¬ 
fence. Thefe four faithful lo¬ 
vers delivering themfelves up to¬ 
tally to their all-powerful paf- 
fion, Mhe time flew on in the 
moft pleafing manner, when the 
rajah Camarupa fliddenly awak¬ 
ing from his dream, found himfelf 
in his own chamber.

too remarkable to be fi^dous. He 
then related to him the particulare 
from be^nning to end; and added,

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that he had totally forgot the name3 
of either bis beloved princefs, her 
father, or the country they were in; 

but that he fhould never more be 
eafy in his mind, until he had again 
found them out. 

Mitra Chandra having heard the 
caufe of his friend’s diforder, im¬ 
mediately acquainted his father the 
Rajah with it; who thereupon af- 
fembled all his counfellors, and re¬ 
quired them to afilft him with their 
advice in the prefent junfture. The 
dflembly aflvifed the king, to ifllie

Camarupa at this name inftantly 
recolle^ing what had pafled in his 
oreafh, gave a Icream of joy, and 
faihted away: Being revived -by 
the afliftance of his attendants, he

earn^ftly requefted the Brahmin 
to relate to him every particular

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he could .recoIle£l of Sercndib. 
On this the Brahmin addrelled 
the prince in the following man¬ 
ner : 

“ Know then, moft illufirious 
“ fir! that the famous Rajah Chitni 
“ Peti reigns over the kingdom of 
Screndib; a prince exalted in

Again was Camarupa deprived 
of fenfe and motion 5 fo violent was 
the effedt, that thofe about him 
imagined his foul had departed 
-from bis body in the excefs oi joy. 
But this fortunately was not the 
cafe, and the prince being once 
’tnofe reftored to himfelf, with many 
thanks defired the Brahmin to con¬ 
tinue his account, which he did to 
the following effed:

** and to that temple I have often 
“ feen the beauteous Rana Kaan 
IjCttaii, and her intimate friend 
** and companion Camacala come, 
** in order to offer up her prayers 
**'tothe idols erf'her country. I 
** have myfelf beefa an eye-witnefs 
the beauty of that princefs, 
V- “ who, 
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“ who, except my lord, is verily 
“ the moft accompliflied and heft 
of the human race. Heaven, no 
“ doubt, hath formed you for each 
“ other; and you, happy prinitel' 
“ ra*c the pcrfon whom fhe has( 
beheld in her dream, and for 
the lucky moment of whofe ar- 
“ rival fhe moft anxioufly looks 
‘‘ forward. Go then, moft for- 
tunate of mortals, and in making 
yourfclf fupremely bleft, relieve 
‘‘ the forrows of that beauteous 
“ mourner.** 

The Brahmin having gracefully^ 
finiflied his relation, ftopped; and 

the prince overcotiie with joy and 

rapture 
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tapture at the unexpe£ted event, 
turning to his companion Mitra 
Chandra^ thus fpoke: 

, At length, then, my friend, I 
■ indeed happy. The,perfon

xnafter, who at one drauglij: drank

to detain me in bis fervice. In the 
. mean time, as my Prince has .be¬ 
held, 
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held, I was called to the banquet of 
the Rajah, in order to give a fpeci- 
men of my art. By thefe means, 
thanks be to Almighty God, the 
defires of my heart are at length 
accompliihed, and I have once 
more the felicity of beholding my 
ever dear Prince, friend, and 
mafter. 

When Calavat Rala Ranga had 
iinifhed his narration, the Prince 
Camarupa tenderly embraced him; 
and the next day, while they were 
feated at the banquet, he itiade' the 
Rajah acquainted with the whole* 
of his Rory; who cordially congfa* 
tulated the Prince, and recdved 

o 4 Rafii 
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Rafa Ranga with many tokens of 
regard. 

Leaving now this afTembly of 
friends, happy in each other, at the 
court of Rajah Pri’tihi Peti, we 
ihall return to the adventures of 
Samadhi Pachanan Pundit, who 
had been the original caufe and 
promoter of the late difaftrous 
journey. 


^be Adventures of Samadhi Pacha¬ 
nan, a Brahmin^ attached to 
Prince Camarupa. 

WHEN the Ihip went down, 
Samadhi Pachanan Pundit, the 

Brah- 
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Bfalimin, was committed to the 
mercy of the winds "and waves. 
For the fpace of three days he 
liruggled with fate; and at the 
expiration of that time, he was caft 
on fhore upon an iiland in the 

China feas. To this ifland many

merchant {bips reforted, in order' 
to take' in goods, from whence 
they generally proceeded to the 
Ifland of Serindib, to difpofe of 
their cargoes. In one of thele 
{hips Samadhi Fachanan embarked, 
and after a {hort paflage arrived at 

Serindib, where he made every

poflible inquiry, but without fuc*. 
cefs, of the Prince Cimarupa',- 0% 
any of his companions.. 


Find- 
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Finding himfelf difappointcd'in 
every attempt to obtain intelli¬ 
gence, he determined to endeavour 
to get a fight of the Princefs Kaann 

Lettau; and as he knew it was her 
cuftom once a year to vifit the 
grand idol temple in that iiland, he 
went thither, and introduced him¬ 
felf to the priefts of the temple, 
who knowing him to be a Brah¬ 
min, received him very courte- 
oully, and permitted him to at¬ 
tend the accuftomed facrihees.

But if you deny this my earneft 
** intreaty, then will I at your feet 
** v^ld up ray wretched exiftence!” 
Saying (his, Ihe fhed a ihower of 
tea]|[ 8 , which fo affefted the Brah¬ 
min that he could contain himfelf 
no longer, but coming forward, 
tfirew himielf at the feet of the 
yrincefe, who'inftantly recolleded 
ithn. ’She defired him to rife, 

and

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and’ inform her where he had been 
for fo long a fpace of time. He 
anfwered, That he had been to the . 
kingdom of Oude j and then re¬ 
lated the whole ftory of the Prince 
Camarupa’s paflioii for her, this 
fubfequent journey in fearch o£hcrf 
and the fliipwreck by which means 
he had been feparated from the 
Prince and the reft of his compa¬ 
nions ; and added, that fince that 
period he had heard nothing fur- ' 
ther concerning them. Kauhi 
Kullai upon this earneftly requeft* 
<ed, that he would once more eodei*' 

- vour to 6nd out the Prince. ‘I’cir' 
which the Brahmin moft willingljr' 
•confented; and taking leave of the 

Princefs^ 
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Princcfs, that inftant fet fcwrward in 
iearch of Camarupa. 

After travelling many days with¬ 
out gaining any tidings of the 
Prince, Samhadi Pachanan came at 
Jength to the cottage of Gyan 
Acharya, the Dervife before-men¬ 
tioned. On his arrival, the Der- 
vife aiked him who ho was, and 
what had brought him into fo de¬ 
folate a place ? Upon which Sam- 
adhi Pachanan replied. That he was 
an unfortunate traveller, in fearch 
of a loll: companion, the Prince 
Camarupa, fon of the fovereign of 
. Onde. At this name, Gy 4 a

having been at his cell, whence 
they had departed with an int^r 
tion of proceeding to Serindib; 
adding, that the Brahmin would 
on his return probably find him 
there. He concluded by requeu¬ 
ing him to remain at his cottage 
that night, and partake of Ibme re- 
frelhment. 

Samadhi Pachanan rejoicing at 
this intelligence, returned his fin- 
cere thanks to the Dervife, and 
having paflfed the night in **^6 cot¬ 
tage, next morning fet forward 


on 
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Ofl hk return to Serindib. Hav¬ 
ing arrived on that ifland, he went 
dirc&ly to the palace, and requeft- 
ed to fpeak to one of the Princefs’s 
attendants, upon which Kaum 
Kullati came out to him. The 
Brahmin, in order to deceive thofe 
Who were ftandlng near him, de- 
iired the confidant to inform her. 
miftrefs, that while he was watch¬ 
ing in the temple, fleep had over- 
. taken him, and the principal idol 
had appearfii to him in a dream, 
and'commanded him to inform the 
trincefs Kaann Lettaui’ that flie 
mnft perform her devotions at his 
ihrine on the following morning.

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. Having delivered hi& meffage, 

he returned to the idol temple, ,and 

next morning the Princefs with 

her friend arriving, he told them 

the purpofe of his journey, and 

eveiy thing that the Dervife Gy4S 

♦ 

Acharya had related to him. At 
this intelligence the lovely Princels 
was fo overjoyed that her fenles 
entirely failed her ; bv^foon reco¬ 
vering, llie poured a liumber of 
jewels into the Brahmin’s lap^ex- 
prefllng herfelf in tenns the moft 
grateful and rapturous; then with 
a heart full of joy, returned to th*. 
palace, in fpeedy hopes of feeing 
her beloved Prince, «nd accom- 

P plifh- 
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pUlhing tlie only wilh of her 
heart. 

Here the ftory leaves the Prln- 
ceis in this iituation, and returns to 
flie adventures of the Prince C4- 
marupa and his companions, who 
were fiill at the court of Rajah 
Pri’tihi Peti. 

The Prince, wiftiing to depart in 
feaij|h of his beloved Kaann Let- 
taii, addreffed the Rajah to that 
parpofej but perceiving figns of 
uneafinefs on his face, defired to 
know the reafon of it. The Ra¬ 
jah told him; that it lay very much 

in

Dhanwan- 
tari immediately obeyed, and re¬ 
lated the whole of his adventures 
from firft to laft; concluding

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|>y telling him that his beloved 
jniftrefs, the Princcfs Kaann Let- 
tali, had, been for fome time in a 
bad ftatc of health, owing to her 
not having heard any tidings of 
him. 

During this converfation Sam- 
jidhi Pachanan arrived, and having 
embraced the Prince and the reft 
of his companions, related to 
them the whole of his adven¬ 
tures.

Chauhd’s 
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Chaund’s foot, and he inftantly 
aOumed the fhape of a bird ; then 
difmifling him, the parrot prefently 
flew to the royal palace. 

As foon as he had entered into 
the women’s inclofurc, he perceiv¬ 
ed the Princefs Kaann Lettaii and 
her attendants fitting under a cy- 
prefs tree in the garden. She ap^ 
peared overwhelmed with grief and 
melancholy, and her women were 
trying every means to -divert and 
confole their beloved miftrefs. Bu- 
dea.^Chaund perceiving this, flew

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aftcnifhnxent of the Princefs^ it 
began to warble forth fuch exqut- 
fite ftratns of melody, that fhe be* 
came perfedly enchanted by them. 

Rejoiced at having obtained fo 
defirable a prize, ihe called to her 
friend Kaum Kullai, and refigned 
the bird into her hands, requefting 
her to take all pofllble care of it, 
and then returned to the palace. 

When night approached, and all 
her attendants, e^tcept Kaum Kullai, 
were gone, the bird began to peck

When the Princefs, heard the 
whole ftory, her beautiful counte¬ 
nance at one time afiiimed the ap¬ 
pearance of the early dew upon 
the grafs, from the pearly tears 
gently trickling down her lovely 
cheeks, outvying the blulMng 
rofe ; and at another time, her co¬ 
ral lips, like the opting rofe-bud, 
dlifufed the blolfoms or the early 
fpring fmiling with raefFable fweet- 
nefs and aiFabillty. After prefent- 
Ing her lincere thanks to the Pundit, 
fhe retired to refi; and next morn- 
tng.. going to the api^ents of 

her 
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h^r friend, fhe defired Budea 
Chaund to return to Prince Cama- 
rupa, and prefent him with her 
moft affe^onate remembrance. 

When the Princefs had finifhed, 
her friend Kaum Kullai told Bu¬ 
dea Chaund, that juil before hib 
arrival, the father and mother of

Having given thefe inftru£tions, 
and tied the /ilken firing to his 
foot, the Pundit fiew into the air, 
and direded his way to the palace. 
.On bis arrival he perceived the 
. Princefs and her attendants feated 
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at gi magiiiBcent banquet, at which

was alfo prefent the mother, the 
Rana Guibi Laetti, who appeared 
much delighted at the happy al¬ 
teration in her daughter’s health. 
When the banquet was ended, and 
all the attendants except Kaum 
Kullai had retired, the parrot de- 
fcended from the place where he 
was perched, and flew towards the 
Princefs; who inftantly knowing 
her diligent and faithful melTenger, 
unloofened the firing from his foot, 
and the Pundit affumed his natural- 
fhape.

Chaund again affuming the form of 
a bird, flew back to his own habi¬

The Prince being informed of 
what had happened, and prefented 
with the vial- of ottaK which the 
Frincefs hadv committed to the care 
of his friend, fiicing his eye on this 
token of afie^ion from his dear 
Kaann Lettaii,' he became filled 
with joy ' and gladnefs, and in- 

ftantly 
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ftantly applied the contents to his 
face and eyebrows, kifling and em¬ 
bracing Budea Chaund, and de¬ 
claring hlml’clf to be the happieft 
of mortals. 

The feftival of Secambur now 
approached, and on the preceding 
day Camarupa once more intreated 
Badea Chaund to return to the pa¬ 
lace, and repeat the meflage which 

he had formerly carried, left 
the Princefs Kaann liCttau by 

chance might have forgot it.. The 
Pundit accordingly prepared to 
part, but Mitra Chandra, the favou-n 
rite friend of Camarupa, at that in-, 
ftant rifing up, requefted the 

Prince’s 
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Prince’s permiflion to fend his beft 
affeftions by Budea Chaund to the 
beautiful Kaum Kullai; adding, 
that from the report he had heard 
of her, he was become much ena¬ 
moured.

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The feftival of Secambur now

rived at the place of aflembly, 
feated himfelf on a magnificent 
throne of pure gold, placed on a 
large and fpacioiis fcaffblding ere£l- 
ed for the purpofe.

come as fuitors to the Princefs, 
made their aftpearance, each attend¬ 
ed by his refpedlive train. _To this 
fe'fthral the choiceft muficians were 
engaged, and the whole aflembly 
refounded with radodyi mirth, and 

dancing. 
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dancing. The incomparable prin- 
ccfs Kaann Lettaii, confpicuous 
above all for tlie fymmctry of her 
form and beauty of her counte¬ 
nance, foon appealed, adorned with 
a profufion of^e^richeft jewels, and 
moll gorgcOTHy apparelled, entered 
the afl’embly, feated on a golden 
litter. She was attended by an 
hundred virgins of moft enchant- 
ing appearance, each of whom 
feenied to outvie, in lovelinefs and 
elegance, tlic fairies of the celeftial 
regions. The Princefs held in her 
hand a necklace of flowers, which 
her father ordered her to beftow 
upon that Prince whom (he jDhould 
chufe for her hufband. 


When 
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When (he entered the affemblyj 
all the Princes, aftonifhed at fuch 
a blaze of beauty, fet up a loud 
flioiit, and many were, by the 
power of her charms, inftantly de¬ 
prived of their fenfes, while others 
began the moft extravagant excla¬ 
mations, All anxioufly waited the 
approach of the Princefs, each 
hoping to be the happy mortal to¬ 
wards whom his propitious deity 
might direct her clioicc. Kaana 
Lettau being arrived in the circle^ 
threw her eyes around on every 
llde, anxioufly defirous of behold¬ 
ing the only objedt of her wilhes, 
Por fome time flie could not difeo- 
yer either him or bis faithful com¬ 
panions 
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panions; but chance leading her to 
that fide where the crowd was 
much more numerous, flie at 
length faw Dhanwantari the phy- 
ficiau, and Sarnhadi Pachanan the 
Brahmin, and prcfently after, to 
her great joy and fatisfadion, her 
ever dearly beloved Priu '.e Cama- 
rupa. fitting in the midft of his 
companions in the liabit of a der- 
vife. This fight had fuch an effedl 
upon her that Ihe inftantly fainted 
away, and it was fome time before 
Kaum Kullai could recal her to 
life, by fprinkling her face with 
rofc- water, and iifing every other 
means in her power, which at laft 
had the happy effeft. She then told

thofe who furrounded the Princefo^ 
that the occafion of her illnefs was 
the extreme heat of the aflembly. 

It happened that Camariipa, at 
the inftant the Princefs beheld him, 
alib met her eye j and the fight of 
fo much foul-inflaming beauty fo 
violently aft*c£led him, that he alfo 
fell fenfelefs to the ground in the 
midft of his companions. By their 
endeavours, however, having re¬ 
covered, he call his eyes about 
eagerly in fearch of the Princefs, 
who at that inftant ordering her 
litter to move on, came up to Ca- 
marupa, and in prefence of the 
whole aflembly threw the necklace 

upon 
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upon his neck, and at the fame In- 
ftant embraced him In a moft af- 
fedllonate manner. 

At this fcene the whole aflembly 
fct up a murmur; and the Brahmins 
and other holy men, going up to 
the Prince, fnatched the necklace 
from him, and gave it back to 
Kaann Lettaii; at the fame time 
reproaching her for being a dif- 
grace to her family, in beftowing 
fucli a mark of affcflion upon a 
poor dervife and beggar, when fo 
many illuftrious and powerful 
Princes were courting her alliance.

At the repetition of this afl, the 
Princes and Rajahs loft all patience, 
and rifing from their feats, went to 
the King Rajah Chitra Peti, and 
informed him of the difgraceful 
feene they had witnefted. 

The Rajah upon this, ordered 
the Brahmins and holy men 'to the 
aftembly, and commanded them to 
afliigna reafon for this extraordinary 
conduift of his daughter. They 
one and all replied, that ihe muft 

have 
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have been pradlifed upon by the art 
of magic ; and advifed the Prince, 
for the prefent, to dilmifs the aflera- 
bly of Secambur, and appoint ano¬ 
ther day for the meeting; and in 
the mean time to confine in prifon 
that audacious dervife and his info- 
lent companions, until they Ihould 
be able to find out by what means 
they had bewitched the affeAions 
of Kaann Lettaii. The Prince 
confetited to this advice, and hav¬ 
ing difmilTed the aflembly, gave 
orders that Camarupa and his com¬ 
panions Ihould immediately be 
feized, and thrown into a deep pit 
adjoining to the palace, the pkee 
in which malefadors were ufually 

R 3 con- 
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confined. This order was inftantly 
obeyed, and the unfortunate fate- 
impelled Prince and his faithful 
friends were, without referve, 
thrown into that loathfome prifon ; 
where for the prefent the ftory 
leaves them, and proceeds to relate 
the fubfequent events. 

As foon as the Rajah returned to 
his palace, he fent for his daughter 
in great wrath, and having re¬ 
proached her for the difgrace which 
fhe had brought upon him, fo- 
lemnly fwore that he would conhne 
her for the remainder of her life in 
an inacceflible prifon. He accord-

Prince, often declaring that fhe 
would die a thoufand deaths rather 
than prove unkind, or forfake him. 

While Ihe was thus lamenting 
her hard fortune, Cainarupa aud 
his companions were confulting to¬ 
gether in their miferable dungeon 
by what means they were moft 
likely to obtain their liberty. Juft 
at this moment Mitra Chandra re- 
eolle<fted the hairs which the 
d.etn.oa Huddum had beftowed 
upon him at parting, when he was 
on the point of being devoured by 
h.is companions,' and who had pro- 
miled that whenever he Ihould 

burn

burn one of thofe hairs, he would 
inftantly come to his afliftance, and 
deliver him from any evil which 
might befal him. He therefore 
projfofed to the Prince, that he 
fliould try what efieft the burr,: g 
of the hairs would have. The 
propofal being agreed to, and Mi- 
tra Chandra having made a tire, he 
put into it one ol the hair--, when 
prefently after a loud clap of thun¬ 
der was heard, and the demon 
Hnddum made his appearance at 
the mouth of the pit. At this hi¬ 
deous light, the guards who had 
been placed there by order of the 
Rajah, were ftruck with terror, 
and they all took to flight with 
4 the 
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theutmoft fpeed. Huddum, after 
kicking away the ftone that covered 
the mouth of the pit, looked down, 
and perceiving the Prince and his 
companions, afked them, what they 
wanted with him ? Looking up, 
they were fo much terrified that 
they could not utter a fyllable, but 
inftantly began to put up their 
prayers to God. Mitra Chandra, 
however, knowing him, called out 
from the bottom of the pit, and re¬ 
turned him his fincereft thanks for 
having pun(Jl:ually performed his 
promife; and concluded by re- 
quefting, that he would deliver the 
Prince Camarupa and his unfortu¬ 
nate companions from their prefent 

dread- 
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.dreadful fituation. Huddiim know¬ 
ing the voice of Mitra Chandra, 
upon this application defccnded 
into the pit, and taking hold of 
Camariipa by one hand, and Mitra 
Chandra by the ocher, brought 
them both out, and then did 
the fame by the remainder of his 
companions. 

When this moft acceptable fer- 
vice was performed, he addrefled 
the Prince, and told him he had 
long wifhed to do him fervice, and 
that if he pleafed, he would go that 
inftant and bring the Princefs 
Kaann Lettaii before him. The 
Prince returned Huddura many 

thanks; 
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thanks ; but told him, that for the 
prefect he only requefted to be con¬ 
veyed to fome diftance from the 
ifland of Scrindib. Upon, which 
Huddiiin having taken up the 
Prince and all his companions, con¬ 
veyed them through the air with 
incredible velocity to a moun¬ 
tainous country inhabited by rob¬ 
bers, at a confiderable diftance from 
Serindib, When he had done 
this, with his own hands he built 
a fort for them, with every thing 
fuitable; and then having de¬ 
manded of Camarupa if he had 
any further fervice for him, the 
Prince informed him that he had not, 
but that he fliould never be able to 

I 

repay 
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repay the obligations he had alrea* 
dy received. The demon Hud- 
dum then took his leave, with the 
promife of being ready on all ac- 
cafions when his fervices Ihould be 
required. 

The Prince and his companions 
remained in their fort, confulting 
what fliould be the rcfult of their 
future operations. After much de¬ 
liberation it was determined to 
alfcmblo an army as foon as pof- 
fiblc, and to go at the head of 
it to Serindib, where Camariipa 
lliould difeover hlmfelf to the Ra¬ 
jah, and demand the Princefs 
Kaann Lettaii in marriage. For 

this 
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this purpofe they firft made an al-r 
liance with the robbers before men¬ 
tioned, who inhabited the moun¬ 
tain I and the Prince recolleding 
the prefent of his friend the der- 
vife Cyan Acharya, namely, the 
Sungi Parus, which, as before de- 
fcribed, had the property of turn¬ 
ing whatever it touched into gold, 
he determined to make ufe of it 
upon this occafion ; and by thcfe 
means having acquired incredible 
wealth, he engaged a confiderable 
army in his fervice, and having 
appointed his friends * to fcparate 
commands, when every thing was 
ready, he fet forward on his march 
for the ifland of Serindib.

This be^ 
ing done, he ordered rejoicings to 
be made throughout the city upon 
this moft aufpicious event; and 
that a folemn proclamation flioulJ 
be iffued, that the illuftrious Rajah 
Camarupa, fon to the ibvercign of 
Oude, was on the point of enter¬ 
ing his capital city, and that every 
neceffary preparation fliould be 
made to receive fo noble a gueft. 

Mitra Chandra departing with 
the prefents, foon arrived at his 
matter’s camp, and informed him 
of all that had happened, and of 
the Rajah’s intentions of paying 
him a vifit. Upon this, Camarupa

when they had arrived within a 

fmall diiiance of each other, .he 
Princf, agreeably to the cufloms

from his elephant, and made the 
Coornifli and Tcfleem to the kajah 
Chitra Pcii. The Rajah then 

s 3 alighte 4 
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alighted from his elephant, and 
railing up the Prince in a moft af- 
fedionate manner, bid him wel« 
come 10 his dominionSj which he 
had thus ennobled by his exalted 
dignity. After this friendly falu- 
tation had pafled, the Prince led 
the Rajah into a magnificent tent, 
where he had prepared a noble 
banquet for his reception. Thefe 
two illuftrious monarchs, fcated on 
a golden couch, appeared like the 
two refplendent planets Jupiter and 
Saturn, in one conjundlion ; while 
all around them, ftruck witU the 
magnificence of the feene, returned 
their thanks aloud to the Deity for 
this happy event.

jRajah Chitra Peti having ordered 
the aftrologers of his kingdom to af- 
femble, requefted ^that they would 
confult the planets for a fortunate 
hour in which the marriage might 
be folemnized. The aftrologers, in 
obedience to the commands of their 
Prince, retired j and after fome 
days returned, declaring that they 
bad fixed on a moft aufpicious 
ixioinent for the celebration of this 
fortunate event. Upon this intel- 
l^ence the Rajah gave orders for 
rejoicings to be made throughout 

all 
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all his dominions, and the city of 
Serindib became the abode of joy, 
feftivity, and delight.

As every advantage and happi- 
ncfs in this life is, by decree of Al¬ 
mighty Providence, chequered with 
a degree of evil and misfortune, 
flxortly after the arrival of Prince 
Camarupa, the aged Rajah yielded' 
up his life into the hands of his 
Creator, to the great grief of his 
Ion and daughter.

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laati&pa, after mourning the accuf^ 
tomed time, dcended the throne of 
his anceftors; and he and his be¬ 
loved Piiacels Kaann Lettaii conti¬ 
nued to reign many years over 
the kingdom of Oude with juf- 
tice and beneficence, the admira* 
tion and delight of all their fub- 
jeds.
